THE LAST OF TWO EXTRA VILLIANS, 


Love—Why Henry MoSneed and Tom Jones 
Had Their Necks Broken—And How 
the Breaking Was Done. 


Special dispatch to The Constitution. 

Tuomson, Ga., May 9.—To-day, in Ap- 
pling, Columbia county, two negroes were 
hung for murder. These were the first ex- 
ecutions in Columbia since the war, and as 
they were public, by order of the judge, an 
immense crowd was in attendance: The 
day passed off without any accident. 

The story of the crimes for which 
the two men suffered involves two sep- 
arate families—as the crimes had no 
connection with each other—the first mur- 
derer haying killed his son, and the other 
the woman who was virtually his wife. 

Henry McSneed was a negro farmer 
living near Appling. He had _ the 
character of being|a quarrelsome fellow, but 
was a hard worker. He had ason named 
Harry with whom he had frequent quarrels. 
The son appears to have been a better man 
than his father. The bickerings between 


.them culminated at last in the son’s being 


arrested at the instance of the father on the 
charge of stealing a pistol. It proved upon 
investigation that there was no foundation 
for the charge, and that it had been made 
maliciously, and the boy was discharged. 
After this time the quarrels became more 
frequent and at last the mother, who had 
taken the part of the son all the time. 
determined to leave her husband. The 
son assisted her in making this change and 
helped her to procure a new home. The 
father’s anger was very much heightened 
by this action and he was frequently heard 
to declare that he ‘‘would kill Harry before 
the thing was done wi-h yet.”’ 

An opportanity was not offered and at 
last the father made an opportunity. Ile 
arose one morning before day and went 
to work to load his gun. He 
was very careful about the matter, with- 
drawing the old load that had been in the 
cun, and replacing it with a heavy load of 
irregularly-shaped slugs. He also took his 
pistol and put itin his pocket. When asked 
what he was going to do, he said that he had 
noticed adrove of turkeys somewhere in the 
neighborhood of the house, and was going 
to try to kill one of them. He went out, 
and shortly afterwards a gun-shot was; heard 
in the direetion in which he had gone. 
Nothing was thought of the matter until 
lacer in the day, when it was found that the 
body of Harry, the son, had been discovered 
in the road, with the roof of his head torn 
off by some heavy slugs and his brains scat- 
tered all along the road for several feet. 
The first news that came from the murder 
was at the lipsof the murderer himself. He 
came up to his employer, and with great 
excitement of manner told him that he and 
Ilarry had had a fight—that they had met 
in the road and that Harry had tried three 
times to shoot him, his pistol snapping for- 
tunately every time. When he was asked 
what he did when all this attempt was go- 
ing on, he said, ‘‘I shot at him.’’ He was 
asked further questions about it, and finally 
retired from his questioner and made his 


escape. It was proven upon investigation 
that he had deliberately laid in ambush for 
his son, and with cocked gun waited until 
he came in sight on his way to the field to 
work. As the boy rode by, the unnatural 
father fired and he fellin the road, a corpse, 
almost before he had touched the dust. 
The father was arrested some time after in 
South Carolina, and was brought back to 
the county for trial. He was a sullen, des- 
erate negro, and excited no sort of pity. 
fe was ably defended, but his conviction 
was a certainty. Upon receiving his sen- 
tence he swore 

THAT HE WOULD NEVER BE HUNG, 

that he afraid of death. A 
few nights afterward he strapped a 
rope around /his neck and attaching 
it to one of the/beams of his cell he swung 
himself off. Before he had strangled him- 
self he was cut down by a_ fellow-prisoner 
ana his life was saved for the gallows.

Rev. W.H. Whuitsitt supported the reso- 
lutions in an elaborate argument, exhaust- 
ing the subject, and giving a history of cat- 
echisms. He deplored the effect of the 
Sunday-school in depriving the pastor of 
his right to eatechise the children. The 
march of events had pressed pastors into the 
saddest straits. They had become mere 
preachers. The secretof Rev. Dr. Williams's 
thirty years’ pastorate in Baltimore was 
that he had not allowed himself to be driven 
out of his Sunday-school. 

‘Men may come and men may go, 

But he keeps on forever.’’ 
He thought well of the uniform lesson, 
but the Sunday-school being a seminary of 
theology, catechising was as necessary as 
exegesis. The needs of the country at large, 
especially the rural districts, demand a cat- 
echism containing the substance of the 
Christian religion. :

Mr. Crawford stated that in the Chinese 
empire there were over 300,000,000 of peo- 
ple. They were not barbarians, but civil- 
ized. Protestant missions had existed there 
for nearly thirty years. Ali the leading 
denominatious were at work. There were 
in all 480 missionaries, male and female, « f 
which 25 were Baptists. Fifteen thousand 
Chinese bad been converted, of which 2.000 
were Baptists.
